DESTROY MOSQUITO | 
BREEDING GROUNDS 
SAYS HEALTH BUREAU | 


Florida's mosquito ` fighters| 
are beginning to put increased| 
emphasis on a control program| 
designed to "hit them harder| 
where they live and breed" as| 
a means of controlling salt| 
marsh mosquitoes and other in-| 
sects of public health or eco-| 
nomic importance. 

‘That's the word recently from 
John Mulrennan, director of the 
Florida State Board of Health 
Bureau of Entomology. 

Elimination of breeding areas 
is the most effective way of con-| 
trolling mosquitoes, particularly 
| the salt-marsh variety, general- 
ly considered the most numer-| 
ous of the "pest" mosquitoes in 
the state, Mulrennan declares. 

But he warns that elimina-| 
^| tion of breeding areas will nec- | 
lessarily be a slow process al- 
though one which will pay, the| 
most dividends in terms of com- 
fort and safety.

quitoes,” Mulrennan explain
